pending litigation. The judges sat in 


general term at 10 o’clock and 
in a few minutes repaired to their 
respective divisions. The most important 
business of the day was the filing of Receiver 
W. H. Thompson’s report in the matter of the 
defunct Provident Savings Bank. Judge Ad- 
ams, in the receiver’s presence, handed 
up to the bench threegthickly bound 
volumes in calf containing a complete list of 
the assets and liabilities, and he made a gen- 
eral statement, together with the form of an 
order as to payment of the first dividend. 

The total amount of claims presented against 
the bank was $948,707.89, and the collections so 
far amounted to $471,736.96. Several creditors 
representing an aggregate indebtedness of 
$30,000 or $35,000 had sued out attachments in 
the States of Illinois, New York agd Mississip- 
pi, and unless such attachment proceedings 
were dismissed such creditors would not par- 


ticipate inthe dividend now to be declared. 
The rights of persons who claim under 
assignment or transfer have to be determined 
in Court and the holders of assigned claims 
will have an opportunity of being heard before 
Judge Lubke in Court No. 1 next Friday morn- 
ing at 10 o’ clock. 
ANNOUNCEMENT OF DIVIDEND.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


THE TENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION IN SES- 
SION AT BICHMOND, VA. 


Over One Thousand Delegates in Attendance 
—Many Outsiders Present at the Opening 
of the Session—Gov. Lee’s Eloquent Ad- 
dress of Welcome—Grand Master Powder- 
ly’s Response—The Secret Session. 


RICHMOND, Va., October 4.—The tapping of 
Grand Master Workman T. V. Powderly’s 
gavel at 10:19 o’clock this morning gave the 
signal for the opening of the first 
session of the Tenth Annual Oonvention 
of the Knights of Labor in the armory of 
the First Virginia Regiment, in.thiscity. He 
stood alone upon a plain, pine platform at.the 
further end of the spacious room, and looked 
out uponthe faces of a thousand delegates 
assembled from every part of the 
country, representatives of a million 
meh and women.@White and black faces, 


the faces of men and women, bound together 
by acommon object, met his view. The ses- 
sion was to be an open one, and in addition to 
the large body of delegates were as 
many others not of the order as 
could find seats or shared what 
little standing-room there was with its mem- 
The large room looked like an immense 
banqueting hall, with tables formed of plain 
pine boards nearby thefiength of the room, in 
rows as close together as the possibility of 
moving between .-them would permit. On 
either side of these tables were seated the 
delegates. Neither flags nor streamers broke 
the severe simplicity of the white brick walls 
and the unbroken white paint of the arched 
ceiling. The only things that even hinted at a 
decorative purpose were lithograph 
PORTRAITS OF MASTER WORKMAN POWDERLY 

and General Secretary Turner, that hung on 
either side of the room, and a large gilt 
frame enclosin photographs of mem- 
bers of the Soel Parker Association, 
that hung behind the Ilittle platform. 
The latter is the property of the regiment in 
whose quarters the convention met, and was 
simply permitted to remain. While the 
sound of the Grand Master Work- 
man’s gavel still re-echoed footsteps were 
heard approsching the entrance doors. A 
moment later Gen. Fitzhugh Lee,the Governor 
of Virginia, entered. As he walked up the 
central aisle leadin to the platform, 
escorted by William H. Mullen, 
the Master Workman of the Rich- 
mond District, and Tom O’Reilly of the 
Telegraphers’ Assembly of New York City, he 
was. greeted with enthusiastic cheering, 
which redoubled as he stood on the 
platform bowing «in response to _ this 
greeting. When the applause had _= sub- 
sided, and Mr. Mullen had presented Gov. 
Lee to Mr. Powderly, the latter ae for- 
ward and introducéd him to the members, an- 
nouncing that Goy. Lee was to deliver to them 
an address of welcome and through them to 
those they represented throughout the entire 
country. 


GOV. LEE’S ADDRESS. 

Gov. Lee delivered along address welcom- 
ing the Knights to Virginia’s capital. During 
the course of his remarks hesaid: ‘‘One of 
Virginia’s greatest Statesmen has 
said: ‘It 1s proper you should understand 
what I deem the essential principles, 
of Government.’ What were the principles 
of Government laid down by this wise man? 
‘Equal and exact justice to ailmen of what- 
ever persuasion, religious or political.’ Fly 
from the fluttering folds of your 
flag that sentence, and the ground 
on which you march will 
always be strongand firm. Weare told, gen- 
tlemen, the organization you represent is 
formed to elevate and protect the rights of the 
worning class. Why, who are interfering with 
your rights, and who tramples upon your 
privileges as American citizens? Organized 
capital, dol hear? Against that is war de- 
clared. Willit be warto the knife, and the 
knife tothe hilt? Or will there be a peaceful 
issue to the conflict? Which, in your opinionis 
necessary to promote the interests of both? 
The helw of the ship of this Republic was con- 
structed by men of different and apparent- 
ly irreconcilable views, and the 
Constitution was only framed bya compromise 
of all conflicting opinions. Compromise then 
gives us our gr and compromise 
will solve the ificult problem of the 
hour which you have sembied here to 
grapple with. The battle, we are told, is one 
of labor against capital. But what class of 
capitalists are oppressing you and whose 
course is injurious to the lines marked out 
by the founders of the Republic?

POWDERLY’S SPEECH. 

When Mr. Powderly stepped forward he was 
received with loud applause. The Grand Mas- 
ter Workman expressed his gratification at the 
welcome which had been given the 
Knights by the people of Virginia, 
and more especially the people 
of Richmond. Mr. Powderlv, continuing, 
said: ‘‘The men who owe allegiance to the 
Knights of Labor are engaved in a conflict, but 
it is a war of truth against error.

No member must feel as he turns 
away from the city of Richmond, after 
our work here is done, that he can safely 
or conscientiously thrust aside the grave re- 
sponsibilities and duties of our American citi- 
zenship. Popular disregard of political duty 
and tolerated, continued political corruption 
will weaken our Government, and destroy our 
liberties, for the worm can eat its way through 
the oak which storm or tempest could not 
bend,and political dishonesty will strike where 
the lightning could never reach. If this land 
was worthy that brave men should die 
for it, it is at least worthy that unselfish, 
thoughtful men should live and work in 4 
grand devotion to the ideas of a real, atrue 


democracy. 

We come here not alone to settle the ques- 
tion of a dispute in regard to wages or 
hours of labor; we come here partly to 
study and learn some lessons of the 
head and heart in practical citizenship. 
We are engaged in a work which, to the 
thoughtful observer, means more than 
child’s play; more than the regulations of 
trade matters, and the work will not end to- 
day, nor will the youngest amongst you live 
to see it completed 

A DIFFICULT AND DANGEROUS UNDERTAKING. 
To remedy the evils we complain of is a difi- 
cult and dangerous undertaking. The need of 
strong hearts and active brains wus 
never so great as at the present tire. 
The lash was stricken from the 
land of the slave owne of twenty-five years 
ago, and it must be taken from the hand of the 
new slave-owneras well. The monopolist of 
to-day is more dangerous than the slaye.owner 
of the past. Monopoly tekes the land from the 
pepple in million acre plots; it sends its agents 
abroad and brings hordes of uneducated, des- 
perate men to this country; it imports igno- 
rance and scatters broadcast—out of land. 
It, and it alone, is responsible 
for every manifestation of anarchy that our 
country has witnessed. All men maynot be 
willing toadmit that this statement is true, 
but when monopoly dies no more anarchists 
will be born into this country, for anarchy 
is the legitimate child of monopoly. While Il 
condemn and denounce the deeds of violence 
committeed in the name of labor during the 
present year, I am proud to 
say that the Knights of Labor, 
as an organization, is not in any. way 
responsible for such conduct. He isthe true 
Knight of Labor who, with one hand, clutches 
anarchy by the throat, and with the other 
strangles MOMOPIOF We are told that it is be- 
cause of the importation of s0 many ignorant 
foreigners that anarchy its head in our coun- 


try. 

Rather, is it true that because of the impor- 
tation of foreign airs, manners and graces by 
the wealthy, we have forgotten what it is that 
constitutes the true citizen of the Republic. 
The man who still believes in the ‘‘Little Red 
School-house on the hill,’’ should take one 
holiday and visitthe mine, the factory, the 
coal-breaker and the mill. There will he find 
the future citizen of the republic, breathiug

DUST, IGNORANCE AND VICE. 

The history of our country isnot taught 
within these walls. The struggle for indepen- 
dence and the causes leading to that struggle, 
are not known of there; the name of Washing- 
ton is unknown, and the words that rang 
out trumpet-tongued from the lips of Patrick 
Henry are never mentioned.

EQUALIZATION IN, TW 0 STATES. 

Chicago newspapers are protesting 
vehemently against the supposed inten” 
tion of the State Board of Equalization to 
add 30 per cent to the valuation of Chi- 
cago real estate. They declare that Cook 
County’s assessments have been going up 
since 1877 while those in the rest of the 
State have been going down. Yet this 
year’s town-lot assessment for the whole 
of Cook County, which includes all 
Chicago real estate, is only $113,- 
000,000, or about half the assess- 
ment of St. Louis real estate, 
in which nothing outside the city limits is 
included. Chicago claims to have at least 
60 per cent. more people than St. Louis, 
and at least 50 per cent. more capital. in- 
vested in buildings and improvement. 
But disregarding that boastful claim and 
conceding that all the town lots and im- 
provements in Cook County are worth in 
cash precisely the same as the town lots 
and improvements in the City of St. Louis, 
let us compare the real estate and railroad 
assessments of the two States. 

Excluding her -great Illinois Central 
Railroad, which alone pays twice as much 
State tax as all the railroads in Missouri, 
the State of Dlinois averages the assess- 
ment of all her other railways, including 
a very large proportion of small local 
branches, at $7,600 per mile. If Chicago’s 
real estate valuation were doubled by the 
State Board to bring it up to the St. Louis 
assessment, and a corresponding increase 
added to the Illinois railroad assessment, 
the latter would be brought up to an aver- 
age of $15,200 per mile. How does our 
Missouri assessment of $9,864 per mile 
compare with that figure? 

Our State Board assesses St. Louis at 
nearly twice the valuation of Chicago, 
but is satisfied with a railroad assessment 
less than 30 per cent. higher per mile than 
the Illinois railroad assessment. Yet a 
very large proportion of the Illinois roads 
are local lines crowded to the girth by 
close parallel and competing lines. Mis- 
souri’s roads are mostly great trunk line 
monopolies, controlling the commerce 
and productions of the great Southwest 
with their pools, yet paying in State taxes 
to Missouri less than half as much as one 
Illinois line pays to that State, 

If the Missouri State Board is to accept 
the Illinois standard of assessing rail- 
roads in proportion to other property, it 
will be compelled either to reduce the St. 
Louis assessment one-half or raise that of 
the railroads from $9,864 to $19,728 per 
mile. 


COURT PRESENTATIONS, 

It is reported that Minister PHELPs re- 
fused to present the editor of the North 
Américan Review at the English Court 
because he published certain caustic 
criticisms of the present Administration 
at Washington. It is premature to deal 
exhaustively with such a report before as- 
certaining its exact truth; but the mere 
rumor is calculated to direct public 
attention to the nature of court presenta- 
tions. 

Mr. PHELPS is reported to have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the presentation 
of Americans at the English court is an 
extra-official function, and that in per- 
forming it he can choose whom he will 
present. The Minister is entirely correct 
in assuming such a position, but he is en- 
tirely wrong in concluding that he 
can use the power of his position 
to punish the enemies of the Ad- 
ministration or to snub editors who 
may have indulged in unfavorable criti- 
cism of Mr. BayarD. Itis the duty of the 
Minister to refuse to present all improper 
persons at Court, and he should exercise 
due vigilance in selecting only proper 
people in conferring such delicate dis- 
tinction; but he is not expected to make 
hisown enmities,.or those of the Presi- 
dent, the basis of disqualification. 

It is not clear how the publication of a 
certain class of articles in the North 
American Review can adversely affect 
Mr. Rice’s claim to social recegnition in 
England; nor is it right to make an in- 
dorsement of the Administration a neces- 
sary act before an American can be pre- 
sented at the Courtof St. James.

Personally, lam for Henry George. I want 
to give the workingmen an opportunity of 
showing the world whether they are intelligent 
enough and honest enough to stand by each 
other and to yote the same way they march. 
We see processions of thousands upon thou- 
sands of workingmen, carrying all kinds of 
banners, and among other things saying that 
the workingmen must stand together. Now 
they will have their opportunity. Henry 
George isan intelligent man; something, it 
may be, of an enthusiast; without doubt hon- 
est, and above all things, a true friend of the 
working people. Nowl want them to stand 
by him, and to vote for him, and I am on that 
side myself. My judgment is that this labor 
question will enter largely into the next 
Presidential campaign.

I would like to 
see them bave a majority in Congress and with 
a President oftheirown,. I would. like to see 
this, so that they could satisfy themselves 
how little, after all, can be accomplished by 
legislation.

OTHER REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES. 


A Caucus of Candidates at J. D. Johnson’s 
Office--Candidates Who Will Not Ran Un- 
less Vastine Comes Off—Vastine’s View of 
the Situation—Important Democratic Cau- 
cus—The Revised Slate—To-Day’s Prima- 
ries—Gossip. 


At noon to-day a caucus was held at the 
office of J. D. Johnson, at which, with few 
exceptions, the Republican candidates were 
present. Mr. Vastine was one of the exceptions. 
The unanimous sense of the meeting was that 
unless Vastine was able to clear himvelf of the 
published charges against him, he 
should, in justice to the other 
candidates withdraw from the ticket.

The Slate. 


During the past week influential Demo- 
crats jhave held a number of caucuses 
for the purpose of rigging up 
a slate for to-morrow’s convention. 
Of these meetings two are entitled to promi- 
nence and consideration because of the pow- 
erful cliques that were represented at them. 


The influence of what is generally known 
as the ‘*Ring’’ was aramount 
in these meetinzs and the combination formed 
represents sufficient ‘‘inflooence’’ to warrant 
the belief that it will be guc- 
cessful in the convention, The 
first of these conferences was held atthe City 
Hall last Monday night. The  sub- 
ject which received most attention 
was the Recordership. Joe Lemple was 
present and participated in the dis- 
cussion as did also, either the 
Mayor himself or some person 
who represented his views. Mr. Thos. 
Farrelly, Temples opponent for the 
nominations, was conspicuous by his absence 
and Mr. Temple and not mr, Parreity, ob 
tained the promise of the support of those 
present for Recorder of Deeds. 

The report of the City Hall caucus trayeled 
around and reaching the ears of other 
candidates there ensued a general scram- 
ble to ‘*stand in’’ with the 
Temple crowd, principally for the reason 
that they represented something  tangi- 
ble in the wa strength and 
formed a convenient neuclus for a4 
winning combination. As theresult a sec- 
ond caucus was called for last Friday night. 
The place at which the meeting wss 
held could not be ascertained, 
but the fact of the caucus 
and its results are admitted even by the 
friends of D. P. Rowland and other candi- 
dates, who were shut out of 
the meeting. Messrs. Seth Cobb 
Clem Creveling and other members of the City 
Central Committee were aware that the meet- 
ing had been held, and were acquaint- 
ed with the slate selected, but 
while admitting the strength of the ticket, 
they emphatically denied having any connec- 
tion with the affair. Sid Francis, and 
in fact a majority of the Democrats 
interested in the nominations, were cognizant 
of the caucus, but a general reluctance to dis- 
cusing the subject seemed to influence most 
ofsthem to keep their mouths shut about it. 
and as nearly as could be ascertained from re- 
liable authority the caucus was run on the 
basis of Harrington for Sheriff and Temple for 
Recorder of Deeds. Mike Kenefick was 
aiso taken up and indorsed for for Clerk of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, and itis 
understood that Phil Zepp’s friends 
promised their support to the 
combination, Itis reported this morning that 
Normile was favorably considered for Judge 
of the iminal Court, but § inguiry 
failed to substantiate the rumor. The 
princinal contests being between Harrington 
and Rowland, Temple and Farrelly and Kene- 
fick and Fitzgerald. The result | 
of this caucus comes prett nearly 
settling the complexion of the entire ticket. 
It was generally believed that the Mayor 
had decided to stand by ‘‘Uncle Pitt’’ Row- 
land, and Joe Temple is given credit for in- 
fluencing the caucus for Harrington. 

The State as made out this morning, and as 
it will very likely be rushed through the con- 
vention to-morrow, is as follows: orner, for 
Circuit Judge; Woener, for Probate Judge; 
Normile, for Criminal Judge; Noonan, for 
Oourt of Criminal Correction ; Steud for Crim- 
inal Clerk ; Zepp for Circuit Clerk; Kenefick for 
Clerk of the Three C’s; Claiborne for Prose- 
es Attorney, and Dierkes for his assistant;

Of these, Noonan, Horner, Waemer, Steau 
and Olaiborne will have absolutely no 
opposition, and Zepp, Frazer and Dierkes 
very little opposition. Rowland, despite the 
result of the ring caucus, Fitzgerald and Far- 
relly will make something of a contest, but 
the caucus favorites have the call. Van Wag- 
goner is being strangely pushed late in the 
canvas, but Normile bas the best chance, ac- 
cording to old politicians.

To-Day’s Primaries. 


Primaries for the selection of delegates to 
the Democratic City Senatorial and Repre- 
sentative Conventions and for the nomination 
of Justices of the Peace and constables are 
being held this afternoon. The polls were 
opened at 2 p. m. and will be closed at 8 
p.m. The primaries are held under the State 
under a resolution adopted by

AN OPEN REVOLT. 


Parliamentary Agitation. 


nature of an open revolt agai:fst the Irish Na- 
tional League and Parnell took place yester- 
day at a meeting ot the Twentieth Ward 
Branch, held at No. 352 West Thirty-fifth 
street. It arose in the course of a discussion 
as to whether the branch should respond to 
the circular issued by Mr. Parnell to President 


Fitzgeratd of the Irish National League of 
America. Jeremiah P. Murphy, Secretary of the 
branch, said that the time had come when 
some determined stand should be taken in re- 
lation to the thousands of evictions threatened 
by the landlords and actually meee ypiuce. 
**Now, the League here has forwarde con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘‘an enormous sum of 
money tolreland to heip fight the battle of 
the people in that country und whatis the re- 
sult? Notalone has home rule been refused 
but thereis no sign whatever that it will be 
granted; and now again there isa cali for 
money,. money, money. Where, I ask, 
are the hundreds of thousands of dollars 
that have one into the treasury of 
the League? I think this thing should be put 
an end to, and now is thetimeto begin. We 
see what peaceful agitation has led to—pau- 
perism, extermination of our people and 
general demoralization of those who remain. 
The time has surely come when other means 
should be tried of freeing Ireland than by 
sending representatives to the knglish Parliia- 
ment to be laughed at.’’ [Applause.] 

Col. J. P. O'Flynn said he Saiety @ Jed with 
this view. ‘‘Every possibie form of persuad- 
ing England in an argumentative senee, ** he 
said, ‘‘has been tried, and now we are face to 
face with a condition of things worse than has 
existed for the last hundred years. Three 
thousand evictions are threatened this coming 
week, and hundreds have already taken place. 
Ihave wished and pes: and hoped that 
Ireland would some day manfully fight for her 
freedom as all stru uggling nationalities 
have done. I want, an want some 
other measure beyond Rh agita- 
tion, for we are heartily sick of a policy that 
has brought us acrop of evictions and nothing 
more.

It is not long since 
I was in Lreland, andI can safely say that in 
many of the western and southwestern coun- 
ties the unfortunate people who took the ad- 
vice of the League and allowed themselves to 
be evicted got no support atail from the 
League, while some of the gang and members 
of Parliament from Ireland could drive about 
Dublin in state, living upon the money 
that we sent over, There was 
a resolution before the Chicago 
convention to boycott English goods. Weill, 
you saw the Parliamentary delegates to that 
convention were dressed in the latest London 
fashions. If any more money is to be sent 
over, let it be entrusted for distribution to the 
parish priests and Protestant ministers in the 
different parishes, so that the unfortunate 
victims of landlordism may receive the aid 
which was intended for them.’’ [Applause.]

DIDN’T SEE PARNELL. 


Marcus A. Wolff Tells of His Futile 
Attempts to See the Irish Leader. 


xew YorK, October 4.—Mr. Marcus A. Wolff 
ofSt. Louis, who was delegated by the Knights 
of St. Patrick of St. Louis to present in person 
a purse of $1,000 to Charlies Stewart Parnell to 
be used in furtherance of the cause of Home 
Rule in Ireland, and who was unable to secure 
an audience from the Irish leader, as told in 
the cable dispatches recently, arrived yester- 
day on the Etruria. Mr. Wolff is very 
much incensed about his treatment by Mr. 
Parnell and says that Americans, as a rule, 
find him inaccessible and indifferent to any 
expressions of sympathy on their part. 
MR. WOLFF’S STATEMENT. 

In conversation yesterday with the PostT- 
DisparcH correspondent he said: ‘‘On my 
arrival on the other side I took a short trip 
through Ireland, after which I journeyed to 
London, arriving there August 12. _ Immedi- 
ately on my arrivallI dropped Mr. Parnell a 
note at the House of Commons, stating that I 
was the bearer of an important communica- 
tion which I would be pleased to deliver to 

him in person at any time and place he might 
name, his reply to be directed to me at the 
Holborn Viaduct Hotel. To the communica- 
tion I received no answer, and at the end of 
two days I sent him another note saying 
that [had a communication from the Knights 
of St. Patrick of St. Louis, who had the honor 
toentertain him five years ago. ‘'Bhis com- 
liuuiculiod Was not answered either, and on 
the following day,*thinking my letters might 
have carried, 1 telegraphed Mr. Parnell, 
asking Whether he had received my former 
communications. Stillnoanswer,. I then ad- 
dressed tim for the’ fourth time, referring to

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A LUCKY AMERICAN. 


John H. Little, a Portrait Canvasser, the 
Heir to Millions and a Title. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 

AUBURN, N. Y., October 4.—People in this 
city have not yet gotoverthe surprise caused 
by the announcement, some three weeks ago, 
that John H. Little, a local canvasser for por- 
traits, had fallen heir to a large estate in En- 
gland. The story at .the start seemed alto- 
gether improbable, and it was received with 
general incredulity, but later developments 
have placed its truth beyond even the possi- 
bility of any reasonable question. The facts 
in the case, as given below, were furnished to 
the Post-DISPATCH correspondent by the 
lucky Auburnian and by his counsel. 
H. V. Howland of this city. Mr. Little does 
not inherit the estate by right of entail, 
but by the will of bis great-grand-father, who 
has been dead for some years. Itseems that 
Joseph Little, grandfather of the Auburn man, 
was aspendthrift, and after he had frittered 
away an establishment set up for himin 
France, at an expense of about $65,000 in 
American money, and wasted a second one of 
$50,000 in London, bis father decided to cut 
him off, and to this end made a life lease of his 
vast estates to his own brothers. The spend- 
thrift son cameto America in 1804 with his fam- 
ily, which included Thomas Little, his eldest 
son. Thomas grew to the estate of-man, mar- 
ried, and was blessed with several sons, the 
eldest of whom wus John H. Little, and when 
John was 8 years of age he came to 
live with his parents in Port Byron. Thomas 
wasatanner onan extensive scale, and was 
owner of two large tanneries in Port Byron, 
when in 1856 his grandfather, who had been 
getting the better of his hatred of his son, 
Thomas’ father, and had been corresponding 
with Thomas for some time, wrote to ask for 
the full name of Thomas’ eldest son, explain- 
ing that he wished his estate to remain in the 
hands of his own descendants. The name was 
sent to him as requested. It was John H. 
Little, and at that time Lawyer How- 
land was consulted, and since then has had 
charge of allthe papers in the case, which 
now include a copy of the will of John H. Lit- 
tie’s great-grandfather. It provides that at 
the expiration of the life lease to his brother 
the estate, plate, jewels, etc., shall pass to 
*‘John H. Little, eldest son of Thomas Little 
of Port Byron, N. Y., United States of Ameri- 
ca, if he be alive at the time of the death of my 
brother.’’ That brother died last December,

THE LUCKY AUBURNIAN, i 
accompanying the notice with an offer of 
$1,000,000 for the estate. What is known in 
Envzland as the ‘‘dead year’ ’—a twelve-month 
during which the estate of a deceased miust lie 
dormant before the execution of a will—will 
expire in December next, andon November 
1, Mr. Little, accompanied by his counsel, Mr. 
Howland, anda few friends, will repair to 
England to claim the estate. The estate is 
midway between London and Brighton, En- 
gland, and consists of 1,000 acres of good land 
known as the Manor. On it is the manor house 
of Mr. Little’s ancestor, who was knighted 
by the crown tor deeds of vaior, the title to 
pass on to his eldest son, and so on for ever. 
The property is not subject tothe law of en- 
tailment,though if it were,Mr.Little would yet 
be its rightfulowner. It was accumulated in 
the East India trade by his great-grandfather 
Little, who was a member ofthe famous East 
India company. In 1866 Thomas Little of Port 
Byron received from English lawyers a sug- 
estion that he could oust his uncle, the life 
essee of the property, and asking him to ad- 
vance $5,000 for that purpese, but the offer was 
rejected. The estate is only ten miles distant 
from that of Mrs. Mackay, the Cali- 
fornian, which is valued at $500,000.

LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN THE SERIES FOR 
THE WORLD’S CHAMPIONSAIP. 


Newark’s Base Ball Club and Its Victories— 
St. Louisto the Fronton the Batting List

CAYLOR ON THE SERIES.

ANOTHER MEXICAN OUTRAGE, 


Am American Citizen Kidnaped from 
Texas by Mexican Officers. 


CuicaGco, October 4.—A special to the Times 
from El Paso, Tex., says: Another interna- 
tional episode has come tc light here which 
May become as famous as the Cutting case. 
Last Friday two workmen at the Atchison, To. 
peka & Santa Fe Railroad round-house at Cal. 
vert Station, near here, saw two Mexican offi- 
cers pursuing @ man a short distance above 

round-house., The officers fired 
fugitive six times and finally 
Eien. They were seen to 
strike the man onthe bead several times with 
=» revolvers. After seizing him, they did 
carry him to Ei Paso, but crossed thé Rio 
ieade by fording, holding the eseonet be- 
tween them. The officers said t prisoner 
Was an escaped Mexican thief, ana although 
the Santa Fe workmen knew the Mexicans had 
gio right to pursue the fugitive into Texas, they 
did not interfere, because the fugitive was an 
alleged Mexican. Now comes the discovery 
that the fugitive was_an American, Columbus 
Brown, born and raised in California. It 
peemse Brown had been charged by a 
storekeeper in Paso dei Norte with an 
attempt to steal a shawl, for which he was 
eonvicted on the storekeeper’ 8s statement, and 
sentenced to work on the streets. Part of his 
pg was to light the street lamps, followed 
a mounted guard. He sought the first op- 
portunity to escape, and was pursued as pre- 
Viously stated. When the Santa Fe workmen 
aw Brown, it was after he had been cruelly 
aten. His face was covered with blood and 
was dragged along by» the two oflicers. 
rown did not speak, being out of breath, 
and seemed to be unconscious of 
the presence of any one except the 
officers. Not being able to distinguish the 
tnan’s featuresthe statement was readily ac- 
cepted that Brown was a Mexican. The 
whereabouts of Brown since his kidnaping is 
gfimystery, and the efforts to ascertain where 
he had been incarcerated thus far have failed. 
Two reporters crossed the river last night and 
tried to ascertain from the prison guards the 
names of the officers who had pursued Brown 
into Texas, but the guards said it 
would be anything but proper in 
them to say who they were. The 
affair has aroused a great deal of indignation,

“LONDON GOSSIP. 


PICTURES OF THE MARCHIONESS OF LON-| ??! 
DONDEKREY WEARING HER CORONET. 


‘The Proud and Disdainful Spouse of Ireland’s 


New Viceroy—Photographs of Americans 
Not Popular in Londosa—The Duc D’Au- 
male’s Great Gift—-The Coutts Bank—Is- 
mael Pasha, the Ex-Khedive. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 4,.—A photograph which 
has found its way into the shop windows re- 
cently, is that of the Marchioness of London; 
derry, wife of the new Viceroy of Ireland, 
She is represented as wearing her coronet, 
with a look of cold disdain on her face, which 
isin accordance with one’s ideas of a royal 
lady of the olden times. It is not customary, 
nowadays, for the aristocracy and royalty to 
affect crowns and coronets when they 
have their photographs taken. Nearly 
all those of the Princess of Wales 
and of the Queen’s family represent 
them in very plain attire. The Marchioness 
of Londonderry is very beautiful, and exceed- 
ingly proud; moreover, she possesses but 
little sympathy withthe people over whom 
her husband has been appointed to rule. 

Another portrait that has recently found its 
way into the London shop-windows, is thatof 
Mrs. James Potter Brown. Photographs of 
Amercans are not popular here. Lady Randolph 
Churchill’s photograph is now seen almost 
everywhere, together with that of her hus- 
band, Both are on the way tothe hightide of 
popularity. Lord Ran dolph is to the English, 
what the dashing Gen. Boulanger is to the 
French. 

THE DUC D’AUMALE. 

The English press refer to the duc D’Au- 
male’s gift of Chantilly to France as a re- 
buke for the expulsion of the Princes. The 
gift has excited almost unanimous praise in 
the Paris journals, The Journal des Debats 
says: ‘‘It would need considerable malice to 
seek in this liberal gift, made before the ex- 
pulsion of the donor, and confirmed after- 
ward, a politicai intention or a bid for popu- 
larity. The sole object of the Duc d’Aumale 
has been the patriotic and noble desire of pre- 
serving intact to France, as an ensemble 
unique in the world, the collection which con- 


stituted the only charm of his life. Inthe 
presence ofan act accomplished with such 
simplicity, it is not possible that party hatred 
should continue to exist, orthat any person 
beholding the artistic patrimony of our coun- 
try should refuse to render justice tothe senti- 
ments which have inspired the decision of the 
Duc D’Aumale. The income derived from the 
Chantilly estates amounts to $100,000 per year, 
and all this is to be devoted to the preserva- 
tion and improvement of the property. The 
value of the gift is put at $7,000,000. There 
are 7,000 acres of woods, lawns 
and fields belonging to the estate. The whole 
domain of Chantilly was confiscated by Napo- 
leon ILI. in 1853,and sold for a sum of 11,000,000 
francs, the ostensible purchasera being the 
Ooutts Bank of London, who turned it over to 
the Duc d’Aumale fora good premium. The 
Due d’'Aumale is now living at Woodnorton, 
England, a retreat he chose after his expul. 
sion from France. 
DEATH OF GEORGE ROBINSON. 


Mr. George Robinson, one of the partners | 


in Coutts’ Bank, died on Wednesday at the | 
age of 04. He entered the house asaclerk at 
the age of 23, and was there in active employ- 
ment over seventy yeurs. The Coutts Bank 
has stopped receiving new accounts, having 
all the deposits they care to hold. It is one 
of the oldest and most respected establish- 
ments of the kind in London. Few banks have 
so large a number of the British nobility among 
the list of their depositors, and the mere fact 
of banking at Coutts’ appears to confer on the 
depositor a halo of respectability and social 
status. This is perhaps Que to the fact that 
Queen Victoria has her money confided to the 
keeping of Messrs. Coutts. The principal 
partner is the Baroness Burdett-Coutts, who, 
at the age of 69, conferred her han and a life 
annuity of $250 000 on a pe wen New 
Engiander torty- three years younger than 
herself. 
THE EX-KHEDIVE. 

Ismail Pasha, the ex-Khedive of Egypt, is at 
Brussels, and is coming over to Lon jon next 
week to consult with Mr. Broadley, his coun- 
sel. Mr. Broadley was the defender of Arabi 
in the winter of 1883, when the latter was tried 
for having jed the revoltin Kkgypt. Heis one 
of the active journalists in London, writing 
some Of the ‘‘Celebrities at Home’’ for Mr. 
Yates’ World, and many of the most interest- 
ing portions of that journal. 

THE ‘‘SHAH. 

The British Admiralty has had an offer for 
the purchase of the iron frigate Shah, whose 
fight withthe Huescar, during the war be- 
tween Chili and Peru, will be remembered. 
The Huescar belonged tothe Peruvian Gov- 
ernment, and was almost blown out of the 
water. The Shah, which was formerly known 
as the swiftest ship in the British navy, has 
been idle ever since, until quite recently when 
she was ordered into commission and a sum 
of $100,000 was spent in refitting her. 
A day or two ago, however, orders 
were received to take out all the new 
fittings and to put back in her all the old gear. 
Waste such as this is of common occurrence 
in the British navy, and passes almost without 
notice. A new French iron-clad was launched 
on Wednesday. Sheis called the Hoche, is 
315 feet long, has no sails, and is to run 
eighteen knots an hour. On account of her 
great eee gy she will never be able to go 
beyond th Suez Canal. She carries two 
heavy ten mounted on turrets and cost 
nearly $4,000,000. She will not be entirely 
completed till 1889.

MENDMENT to the Constitution of the State of 
Missouri, proposed by the Thirty-third General 
Assembly, to be voted on atthe general election of 
1886. Constitutionalamendment. Concurrent reso- 
lution submitting to the qualified voters of the State 
of Missouri an amendment to the Constitution thereof 
concerning revenue and taxation. 

Be it resvived by the Senate, the House of Repre- 
sentatives concurring there in. that at the general 
election to be held on the ‘Tuesday next following the 
first Monday in November, A. D. 1656, the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
Sourl, concerning revenue and taxation. shall be 
Submitted to the qualified voters of said State, to-wit: 

SECTION 1. In addition to the taxes to be levied 
for county and city purposes, under and by virtue of 
section (11) eleven of article (10) ten of the Constitu- 
tion of this State, the conuty court of the several 
counties of this State are authorized to levy for road 
and bridge purposes, an additional tax, not to ex- 
ceed (15) fifteen cents on each one hundred dollars of 
valuation, and the City of st. Louis is authorized to 
levy for street purposes an additional tax, not to ex- 
ceed (15) fifteen cents on each one hundred dollars 
of vaiuation. The rate herein allowed is to be levied 
and collected the same as other taxes for county and 
city purposes, and subject to all existing constitu- 
tional restrictions as to valuation ef property.

SECTION 1. All amendments proposed to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Mis-ouril by the General Assem- 
bly shall be published with the laws of the session at 
which they are proposed, and also in some news- 

aper. ifsuch there be, in each county in the State 

or four consecutive weeks next preceding the general 

election then next ensuing, and two or more copies of 
such amendments, — in great primer poster 
type, shall be posted at each voting place for the in- 
formation of voters; such copies shall ve furnished by 
the Secretary of State to the county clerks of each 
county. who shall have the same duly posted at each 
voting place in his county on the morning of the elec- 
tion day on which said amendments are to be voted 
on.—{ Laws 1883, p. 47. 

SEC 2. The Secretarv of State shall designate in 
what newspaper in each county said proposed amend- 
ments shall be pubifshed, and the claim due the pub- 
lisher ofsuch newspaper for the publication and the 
costs of publishing the copies of the amendments 
hereinbefore provided for, shall be certified by the 
Secretary of State to the State Auditor, who shall 
draw his warrant on the State Treasurer therefor, 
payable out of any money inthe treasury not other- 
wise appropriated.—[{Laws 1883, p. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any General Raooenbiy shall pro- 
pose more than one constitutional amendment, such 
amendments shall be numbered by the reg of 
State in the order in which they are passed, as ‘* First 
Cc onstitutional Amend: nent.’ ‘Second Constitutional 
Amendment,’* and so on.—[Laws 1881, p. 8Y 

Sec. 4. The vote on such proposed constitutional 
amendments shall be taken by ballot, and such 
amencments shall be designated on each ballot 
by thelr respective numbers. If but one 
ainendment has been proposed, each ballot 
shall have written or printed thereon the ee 
‘*Constitutjonal Amendment,'’ butif more than on 
amendment has been proposed, then each ballot shall 
have written or printed thereon the words ‘‘First 
( ‘onstitutional Amendment,’’ ‘Second Constitutional 
Amendment.’ and so on, designating. in numerical 
order, each amendment. All those voting in favor of 
any amendmeut shall have written or printed on their 
ballots, after such amendment, the word ‘*Yes,’’ and 
allthose votimg against any amendment shall have 
written or printed on their ballots, after such amend-

Pe oy aad + shall te conducted, and the re- 
turns thereof made to the several county clerks and 
by them certified to the Secretary of State, as pro- 
vided by law ry! thre ones of election of State officers.

SEC. 6 up ae such returns so made to 
the Secretary ot State, it is found that there 
is a majority of the qualitied voters of the 
State voting for and against any one of 
sald amendments, in favor of such amendments. the 
same shall be deemed and taken to have been ratified 
by the people, and the Secretary of State shall certi 
the result of such yote to the Governor, who shall 
thereupon, without unnecessary delay, issue his 
proclamation ae such amendmen ratified by a 
majority of the qualified voters of this State, and 
valid and binding to all intents and purposes as a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Miseouri.—[Laws
